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CAIRO BATTLES RIVER CREST 


SUPREME COURT 


REJECTS ATTACK 


ON SECURITY LAW 


Holds Unconstitutional Tax 


Imposed on Utilities to 


Pay for Bureau. 


WASHINGTON. (UP). The su- 


preme court Monday rejected a 
new attack on the new deal's un- 
employment insurance 
provisions 
as involved thru the Massachusetts 
state law and provisions of the 
federal act. 
The test case was brought by 
Howes Brothers company, a Bos- 
ton concern, in the state courts. 
While the attack centered on the 
Massachusetts law, the constitu- 
tionality of this act was only chal- 
lenged on the grounds that the 
federal law with which it is as- 
sociated is invalid. 
Briefs filed in the case by cou- 
sel for the Howes company asser- 
ted that the company wanted the 
Massachusetts act to be sustained 
if the federal law was constitu- 
tional. 
The Massachusetts act is 
not operative unless the federal 
law is in effect. 


By a five to four decision—the 
first of the term—the court held 
unconstitutional a 1-10 of 1 per- 
cent tax on public utilities gross 
income in Washington, imposed to 
pay expenses of the public works 
department. The ruling was made 
in a test case brought by the G. N. 
railway company to recover taxes 
It had paid in the years 1929 to 
1933. The state court upheld the 
assessment. Justice Owen J. Rob- 
erts wrote the majority opinion. 
The court failed to hold the 
statute entirely void "on its face" 
but ruled that, under the evidence 
taken at the trial, it was clear the 
railroads had been charged more 
than the cost of their own reg- 
ulation. 
Justice Stone joined Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes, and Justice Brandeis 
In a dissenting opinion by Justice 
Cardozo. 


The company sought to recover 
taxes and interest totaling $25,466. 
It won a decree for this amount 
from the superior court which held 
the law was invalid. 


The trial court found that the 
law was unconstitutional 
on its 
face because the fee was not lim-

SYSTEM OF ACCOUNTS 


Recommendation 
of 
State 


Auditor as Result of 


an Audit. 


Gov. 
Cochran's attention 
has 


been called by William H. Price, 
state auditor, to the result of an 
audit of the accounts of State 
Land Commissioner Leo Swanson, 
an audit asked for by the gov- 
ernor. The audit was made by 
W. H. Pansing, state accountant, 
who works under direction of the 
state auditor. 


"The present system of book- 
keeping in the office of land com- 
missioner is very unsatisfactory," 
says Auditor Price in his letter to 
the governor "and I would sug- 
gest that a survey of the office be 
made and installation of new re- 
cords, so that necessary informa- 
tion will always be available." 
Gov. Cochran said he would take 
the report up with the board ol 
educational lands and funds for 
discussion. 


Pansing, accountant, reports the 


present system of crediting pay- 
ments on state land leases in the 
land commissioner's 
office 
has 


beeii in 
existence for years and 


should be changed in setup and 
new ledger accounts are neces- 
sary to prepare monthly reports of 
cash 
receipts and 
informative 
statements for the state board. 
"As the 
situation is," said 
the 
state accountant, it would take 
months of 
continuous work by 


myself and assistants to make a 
real audit 
of the 7,000 accounts. 


Changes should be made so that a 
monthly balance can be had show- 
ing the amount of monthly collec- 
tions of delinquent accounts and 
current leases. 
A cash book is 
most necessary." 


Gov. 
Cochran said he is aware 
that the land commissioner has 
been crediting as cash, collections 
on leases made by county treas- 
urers, a duplicate being sent to the 
land commissioner and the orig- 
inal to the state treasurer, but 
that it is sometimes six months 
before the county treasurer's ac- 
count with the state treasurer is 
complete and the amount of col- 
lections actually known. 


For lack of sufficient appropria- 


tion t» pay assistants Pansing said 
his examination did not touch the 
necessary verification of payments 
on land leases during the period 
reviewed. He also finds the war- 
rants issued against the various 
appropriations under control of the 
land commission are merely listed 
as issued, with no distribution as 
to the nature of the items pur- 
chased, no segregation of various 
salaried employes and no analysis 
of maintenance accounts. "This 
manner of bookkeeping should be 
changed," he says, "so that nec- 
essary information will always be 
available. 
Regarding the accounts of the 


surveyor who is an employe of the 
state 
the accountant says the 


system of handling collections of 
fees for his work and expendi-

Boats stood by. ready to evac- 
uate several hundred of the "last 
ditch" fighters, but the main route 
of escape would be thru the heavy 
steel gate at the northern embank- 
ment. 


A major crevasse in the Ohio- 
side wall, it was said, would trans- 
form the still dry city into a wat- 
ery graveyard 20 feet deep—within 
a few minutes. 


Falling steadily in the north, the 
60-billion tons of Ohio river flood 
waters poured into the Mississippi 
river at a rate of nearly 3,000,000 
cubic feet per second.

SAYS SOCIAL SECURITY 


ACT IS TO BE UPHELD 


Prof. Orfleld Says That Age 


Benefit, Unemployment Are 


Weakest Features. 


The entire federal social security 
act probably will b« h*ld consti- 
tutional by the supreme rourt, 
Prof. L*st*r B. Orfleld predicted 
Upon his return to the University 
of Nebraska after a year spent a» 
•enior attorney for the board. 


Orfield, professor of law at the 


university, admitted that validity 
of the unemployment 
insurance 


provisions and old age benefit sec- 
tion* of the act are more in doubt 
than other phases of the program 
—particularly unemployment 
in- 


surance. 
"Constitutionality of the unem- 
ployment compensation provision 
may be questioned because of the 
amount of coercion brought 
to 


bear on the states to insure their 
participation in the program," he 
said. "The whole question resolves 
itself around the proper exercise 
of the taxing power. 
The states 


themselves can pass on unemploy- 
ment Insurance, but can the gov- 
ernment force them to do so? 
Arguments pro and con are fairly 
evenly balanced in this case. 
"As to old age benefits, the is- 


sue is whether the federal govern- 
ment can go into the insurance 
businesB, for this is what it really 
means." 
Prof. 
Orfield 
expressed 
the 


opinion that election results had 
"somewhat changed" the attitude 
of several members of the court 
toward social legislation. 


"The court does not care to 
heap too much public disfavor 
upon themselves." he said. "If the 
court is open minded, I believe 
the whole social security program 
may be held valid." 
The Nebraska law professor be- 


lieves there Is only slight possi- 
bility that the high court will pass 
upon the act before summer ad- 
journment in June. He predicted 
the social security board would 
become a permanent unit, either 
within the department of labor, 
or in a new department of public

sentiment is almost evenly divided 
between the General Motors cor-

Lewis group of striking work- 


ers in the industry's record break- 
ing- sit down strike. 


Public 
opinion 
tips 
slightly 


toward the company today, as bal- 
lots from all parts of the country 
register 53 percent for the em- 
ployer's side of the controversy of 
47 percent for the workers' side. 


The institute asked: 
"In the current General Motors 


strike are your sympathies with 
the John L. Lewis group of strik- 
ing employes or with the employ- 
ers?" 


Today's vote— 53 percent to 47 


percent in favor of the company — 
reflects the country's opinion at 
approximately what it was when 
the week began. Day 
by 
day 


changes in the strike situation will 
undoubtedly have their effect on 
public 
opinion, 
and 
continuous 
tests by the institute will measure 
these changes as they occur. 


Will the continued occupation of 


the company plants help or hurt 
the workers' cause? 
Will the re- 


fusal of President Sloan to 
"sit 


down" in conference with Secy. 
Perkins and union leaders help or 
hinder 
the 
company's 
cause " 


Within a week — as the institute 
measures public reaction of these 
incidents— it may be possible to 
forecast the final solution of the 
whole strike deadlock. It is axio- 
matic that sooner or later it is 
public 
opinion 
which 
decides 


strikes. 


In this case public opinion may 


foreshadow the immediate future 
of the entire C. I. O. organizing 
drive as well. 


One 
of 
the 
imponderables 


brought to light in today's poll is 
the large number of voters who 
have not yet made a choice be- 
tween the two sides in the General 
Motors strike. They comprise 28 
percent of the country's 
voting 


population. 


In other words, on the basis of 


the November election, there are 
17,000,000 voters who take sides 
with the General Motors company 
and 15,000,000 voters who side 
with the strikers, but there are 
13,000,000 more who vote "unde- 
cided" or "no opinion." 


It is highly possible that 
fu- 


ture labor relations will depend on 
which way this wedge of voters 
moves, or whether it moves at all. 


The institute's ballots show that 


a large majority of these "unde- 
cided" voters were for Roosevelt 
in November, a fact which puts 
great 
significance 
on whatever 


steps the president may take in 
the strike crisis. A "fireside chat" 
or a 
pronouncement 
from 
the 


white house would undoubtedly 
sway the opinions of many voters 
in this group. 


Today's poll uncovers the sig- 


nificant fact that the strike area 
states of Michigan, Indiana, Ohio 
and Illinois, take the company 
side by an average of 57 percent 
to 43 percent — evidence that the 
affected 
communities 
tend 
to 


blame labor for the strain and 
economic waste of a strike more 
strongly than others.

Henry Morgenthau, jr., never pro- 
fessed to be a financial expert, 
but he did set out when ho became 
secretary of the treasury to be the 
Administrative manager of the big 
department entrusted to him and 
make a record for efficiency m the 
relations of that all-important in- 
stitution and the public. 
Secy. oMrgenthau has just taken 
* step which may some day give 
him a niche all his own in the 
hall of fame. He has quietly un- 
dertaken to reform the relations 
between the taxpayer and the fed- 
eral government. 
The first move was to select as 


undersecretary of the treasury, 
with a special assignment to super- 
vise the internal revenue bureau, 
a man with a broad background 
of knowledge on the whole subject 
of taxation. Such an individual, 
taken not out of the precincts of 
politics but out of Columbia uni- 
versity—Prof. Roswell 
Magill— 
has now been confirmed by the 
senate in the position of under- 
secretary. 
Heretofore, the undersecretaries 


of the treasury have been men 
who specialized in government re- 
financing or in conducting the 
treasury's relations with congress. 
The 
selection 
of 
Prof. Magill 
means that taxes today stand at 
the top of the list of tasks which 
Secy. oMrgenthau feels are essen- 
tial to the successful conduct of 
the treasury department. 


Aided fop Three Years. 


Prof. Magill is no stranger to 


the treasury or to capitol hill. He 
has been a special assistant off 
and on. for the last three years 
under Mr. Morgenthau and is just 
about the best type that could be 
chosen for this particular purpose. 
It is important to note that an- 


nouncement of Mr. Magill's ap- 
pointment came about the same 
time that published reports re- 
vealed a plan whereby Senator 
McGill of Kansas is to resign to 
go on the federal bench whilst 
Guy Helvering, the present com- 
missioner of internal revenue, is 
to be appointed United States sen- 
ator by the democratic governor 
of Kansas. 
What this means is that, when a 
vancancy occurs in the commis- 
sionership of 
internal 
revenue, 
some man like Deputy Commis- 
nioner Eldon P. King, familiar with 
the administtrative side of our tax 
system, will be elevated and the 
whole job of tax collection will be 
approached from perhaps a new 
standpoint. 
Especial interest in this connec- 
tion attaches to the report made to 
congress by Prof. MaGill, Deputy 
C ommissioner King, and L. H. 
Parker of the Joint congressional 
committee on 
internal 
revenue 
taxation about two years ago after 
these three tax experts had made 
an intensive study of the British 
tax system.

WASHINGTON—Mr. 
Wallace, 


leader ot th« new order in agri- 
culture, radioed the impreMion to 
farmer* a few day* back that the 
lid waa off on production. Oven 
some of the mo*t cautious observ- 
ers obaerved It aa a reversal of 
oolicy. 


His excited publicity staff got 


him on the telephone in Chicago 
and extracted a statement which 
sounded vaguely like a denial. 
Later he publicly attributed the 
confusion to a "limited compre- j 
hension" on the part of the press., 


What the press is too dumb to 
understand is that Mr. Wallace is 
for production control ia his soil 
conservation-benefit payment pro- 
gram, but against it in his ever 
normal granary plan, in the new 
seed loan law, and in his resettle- 
ment and farm tenancy proposals. 
He ia for it "for the most part," 
but against it "on the other hand." 


It is quite simple, just like his 
stand on the producers and con- 
sumers. He favors high foodstuff 
prices for the producers and low 
foodstuff prices for the consumers, 
both at the same time, and even 
in the same speech. 


Uncomprehending 
people may 


not be able to understand it, but 
the AAA-ers do and all politicians 
will. 


The situation may not be as 


silly as it sounds offhand. The ex- 
planatory fact behind it is Mr. 
Wallace was caught short in his 
production control program this 
year by rising prices. He is likely 
to feel the pinch of even higher 
prices, later 
on, because 
food 
stocks are low, due to production 
control, drouth grasshoppers, dust 
and what not during the last few 
years. He can probably already see 
the 
irate 
consumers 
coming 


toward him, and irate farmers as 
well, because growers will mourn 
that he did not let them raise more 
to sell. 


So Mr. Wallace seems to have 


indulged in a nifty bit of oppor- 
tunism. He is really not reversing 
his policy. He is merely changing 
the emphasis from limitation of 
production to building up reserves. 
And the building up of reserves 
is obviously a forerunner of fur- 
ther production control, after the 
reserves are established. He is not 
discarding anything, but adding to 
what he has. 
In other words, Mr. Wallace 


does not want production control 
alone or ever normal granary and 
crop insurance alone, or soil con- 
servation alone—he wants every- 
thing. He wants the power and the 
machinery to control a rising mar- 
ket as well as a falling market. 
He is leading up to the absolute 
fixation of price and supply from 
year to year thru government 
power. Of course, you cannot ex- 
pect Mr. Wallace to come right 
out and say that because the ob- 
vious feature of it, to the uncom- 
prehending, is that, when he gets 
his power, he will have more than 
anyone ever had, including Joseph 
and the ancient Chinese. 


The way Mr. Wallace and his 
thinkers have thought it all out is 
this: 
In pre-depression years, farm 
exports acted as a cushion. When 
drought cut down production, we 
merely did not export as much. 
Domestic shortages were then un- 
known. But now this cushion has 
been lost. There are no export 
markets. 
When the drought of 
1934 and 1936 came along (the 
thinkers never mention produc- 
tion limitation), the shortage cut 
right into domestic consumption. 
Both consumer and farmers na- 
turally howled. 
To provide a substitute cushion, 
the thinkers thought up the ever- 
normal granary idea. In this, the 
government 
takes surpluses in 
time of plenty and stores them for 
times of drought. 
Th3 coming 


wheat surplus will be taken off 
the market by crop insurance, the 
premiums to be paid in wheat. 
They want to keep the corn sur- 
pluses off the market by govern- 
ment loans, thus controlling the 
production of meat. 


But then there is this: After the 
government fills its storage bins, 
the farmers might keep on pro- 
ducing abundantly, prices would 
drop, the government get stuck. 
The answer is obviously strict pro- 
duction control again ni capital 
letters. 
Thus the Wallace paradox has 
continuity, if not coherence.

In a match point duplicate game ex- 
plains the bidding. East, it will be 
noted, was quite correct In passing 
over two diamonds. He hardly dared 
hope that that contract would be al- 
lowed to stand, but certainly did not 
Intend to help the opponents by 
doubling. He felt certain that South 
would bid hearts, and did not want 
to trap his partner into an early 
heart double. But when the two 
hearts passed around to East again 
he properly felt that it would be un- 
wise to allow a vulnerable team to 
steal a part-score when he, himself, 
was not vulnerable and had the su- 
perior ranking spade suit. Thus his 
two spade bid, while based on a weak 
suit, was strategically correct under 
the circumstances. West's double ol 
three hearts was well considered, even 
though close. 
Unfortunately, West's play was not 


up to his strategy- He opened the 
ace of spades and, although East 
played the deuce, continued with the 
ten in the hope of a third round 
ruff. 
After that there was no de- 


fense possible. 
Dummy's jack cov- 


ered the ten and gave declarer two 
spade tricks. The hearts were drawn 
and a club trick made by straight 
leads. 
Particularly in situations involving 


close doubles, where the fullest coop- 
eration between the defenders is 
vital, signal cards should be treated 
sacredly. East's deuce on the first 
lead was a positive shriek for a non- 
continuation. It would have required 
courage for West to have shifted to 
a diamond, which would have re- 
sulted in a two trick set, since East 
oould have led a club and ruffed the 
third round. But even if West had 
made the safe trump shift, the con- 
tract would have been defeated, the 
one trick that meant the difference 
between top and bottom.

This bill provides that it shall

a lower rate in one than another. 
It shall not be construed to pro- 
hibit the meeting in good faith of 
a competitive rate, or to prevent 
reasonable classification of service 
by public utilities for the purpose 
of establishing rates. 


It is declared unlawful to sell or 
offer for sale or advertise for sale 
any article at less than cost The 
provisions do not apply to sales 
made in the closing out in good 
faith of the owner's stock for pur- 
pose of discontinuing the business 
or to goods damaged or deterior- 
ated in quality or to an officer act- 
ing under court orders. Penalties 
consist of fine ranging from $100 
to $1,000, imprisonment 
for aix 
months or both. 


For a third violation, it is the 
duty of the attorney general to 
institute proper suits or quo war- 
ranto proceedings for forfeiture of 
rights and privileges and to enjoin 
the party or parties from further 
transacting business in the state.

Statistics of the farm credit ad- 
ministration and the agriculture 
department showed that 2,761,525 
emergency crop and feed 
loans 
totaling 
$306,066,794 had been 
made from 1921 thru 1936, with re- 
payments totaling $201,576,885, or 
55.9 percent. 
In 
addition, federal agencies 
made 300,614 drouth relief loans 
totaling $72,008,540 in 1934 and 
1935, of which 83.9 percent, total- 
ng $60,397,062, are 
outstanding. 


More than half these were cleared 
thru the Omaha and St. Paul of- 
fices for Iowa, Nebraska, South 
Dakota, Wyoming, Michigan, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota and North Da- 
kota. 
Largest state total of loans over 
the 15 year period—$33,418,277— 
went to North Dakota's 175,851 
applicants. Texas was second with 
250,116 loans totaling $25,502,803.

But even there It has never 
known clearly where it really 
stood. It made one or two half- 
hearted attempts to have the strik- 
ers ejected by suing out writs. It 
made one attempt to freeze them 
out and starve them out, and when 
there was a riot it gave that up 
Then it made an agreement to 
close its plant* for a fortnight if 
the strikers would evacuate then 
and to negotiate the diipute. And 
then it let that agreement break 
down by accepting an offer to ne- 
gotiate with the Flint alliance 
Now it has gone back to an earlier 
position and refuse* to meet the 
strike leaders at all until they 
evacuate the plants. 


This is not an impressive record 
looked at from any point of view 
There are, I think, two main 
reasons why the corporation h 
zig-zagged in this fashion. 
The 
first is that it has never accepted 
seriously the principle of collective 
bargaining. That is what caused 
the sit down in the first place 
The second is that it has failed to 
realize that the problem of deal' 
ing with the sit down strike is be 
yond the power of a private cor 
poration, and that the responsibil 
ity must be placed upon the gov 
ernment. It is too big, too grave 
too momentous a problem for pri 
vate business men to solve. No 
Mr. Sloan but Mr. Roosevelt is th 
man who must take that problem 
in hand, and the greatest of al 
Mr. Sloan's mistakes has been tha 
he did not see this. Even when 
Mr. Lewis made the awful blunde 
of calling on the president to paj 
a political debt, Mr. Sloan stll 
could not see that his cue was to 
accept Secretary Perkins's invita 
tion to a conference, and then le 
the administration find a way t 
evacuate the plants and set the in 
dustry to work. 
He need not have feared tha 
the administration would somehow 
impose upon him the obligation t 
recognlre Mr. John L. Lewis as 
the sole bargaining agent in th 
automobile industry. For the ad 
ministration is committed to th 


Mr. Sloan would have done well 
o recognize not only that dealing 
with the sit down strike is a re- 
ponsibUity of government, but 
hat dealing with Mr. Lewie is 
•ery peculiarly the recponalbUlty 
f Mr. Roosevelt. The precedent is 
Jrobably more competent to deal 
with Mr. Lewis than ia Mr. Sloan. 
For while Mr. Rooeevelt doe* not 
know much about making auto- 
mobiles, he knows a lot about poll* 
ties and plenty about Mr. Lewi*. 
Why on earth should Mr. Sloan 
then feel that destiny had appoint- 
ed him to solve th* problem of 
the new American labor move- 
ment when he can turn that grave 
responsibility over to Mr. Roose- 
velt? 
To be sure Mr. Rooe*velt will 
not solve the problem in quite th* 
way that Mr. Sloan might wiah to 
see it solved. As president he will 
lava to solve it, and undoubtedly 
will wish to solve it, in a way 
which i* consistent with th* obli- 
gations of hi* office. And while 
hat will mean eventually a rec- 
ognition by big business that it 
cannot very much longer r«fu*e 
genuine collective bargaining, that 
ought not to seem too tragic to 
enlightened 
industrialists. 
The 
sooner 
collective bargaining 1* 
sincerely accepted the better. For 
as long as industry refuse* really 
to accept this principle, the more 
t wastes its time and squanders 
the good will of its employe* with 
bogus schemes and espionage ays- 
terns and the like, the more it will 
put a premium on irresponsible 
abor leadership and on the reek- 
ess conduct of desperate minori- 
ties.

Of Danger 


Some Types of Skin 
Blemishes 
Require 


Removal—Copeland

A RECENT editorial in a medi- 


cal journal points out the danger of 
neglecting certain type* of ikin 
moles. This defect Is often regard- 
ed as a menace to beauty but 
otherwise harmless. 
But careful 


investigation has revealed that 
aome moles are potentially danger- 
ous, sometimes becoming malig- 
nant. 


We should know as much as pos- 


sible about things that may be 
harmful to us. 
On this account, 


Jt is wise to be familiar with the 
appearance of those skin moles 
which may be dangerous. 


Of course, not all skin moles are 


harmful. The most common form 
la round, flat and brownish in color. 
This is the most harmless type and 
rarely, if ever, leads to trouble. 


Moles that are elevated above 


the surface of the skin and located 
on parts of the body where they 
can be easily irritated and in- 
flamed require attention. T h e y 
may become infected. In some in- 
stances constant friction and irri- 
tation may cause the mole to be- 
come cancerous. Under suah cir- 
cumstances it is wise to have im- 
mediate surgical attention. 


All Moles Dangerous ? 


Another point to bear in mind Is 


that moles which grow steadily in 
size should arouse suspicion. In- 
deed, any mole that suddenly in- 
creases its growth demands imme- 
diate medical consultation. This la 
the type of mole that should be 
removed'as soon as possible. 


I am often asked whether all 


akin moles are 
dangerous and 


whether it would not be safer to 
have them removed. Unfortunate- 
ly, there is great difference of opin- 
ion regarding this question. Most 
of the authorities advise against 
the removal of large pigmented 
moles, believing that they should 
be removed only if they Increase in 
size or become inflamed. 


Though it Is foolish to becom* 


too concerned about such blemishes 
of the skin, it is certainly wise to 
consider their potential danger. 
Surely it is unwise to permit any 
skin pigmentation to be subjected 
to unnecessary irritation and fric- 
tion. There is a temptation to pick 
at and to irritate any skin blem- 
ish, and yet to do so may firove 
to be dangerous. 


If you are at all concerned about 


a skin mole, consult with your doc- 
tor. He will advise you if the sim- 
ple operation of removal is neces- 
sary, or whether there Is no need 
for alarm.

DRINKING MINORS WARNED 


Those Who Misrepresent Age 


to Be Prosecuted. 


Mayor Bryan warned 
Friday 


that 
minors 
who misrepresent 


their age in order to buy beer or 
liquor will be prosecuted, but also 
warned the liquor dispensers that 
it is not a violation on the part 
of the youthful buyer if his age 
is not asked. The statement came 
in answer to many complaints 
from tavern keepers that they 
were being prosecuted for selling 
to minors while the minor was 
going free. 


"The city is ferreting out these 


unlawful sales,'' the mayor said, 
"and has not only prosecuted the 
seller, but in four or five recent 
instances has convicted persons 
under age for lying to the tavern 
keeper. 


"It is not a violation of any 


law on the part of a minor to buy 
a drink, if his age is not asked. In 
other words, the law punishes the 
minor for buying only if he mis- 
represents his age. Therefore, the 
recent cases where minors have 
bought liquor and were not prose- 
cuted -was because the dispenser 
did not ask the minor's age. 


"The fact that the buyer does 


lie to and deceive the dispenser, 
however, does not relieve the lat- 
ter of his violation because he is 
expected not only to inquire, but 
to convince himself that the per- 
son is of age. Dealers with very 
few exceptions are using extreme 
care to prevent illicit sales, but 
the city insists that the dealers 
continue to do their part."

Mellon.

president and the former republi- 
can treasury secretary on Mellon'a 
offer of the collection accompanied 
the message. 


"I comment to the consideration 


of the congress," 
the 
president 


said, In the message, "the matter 
of enacting appropriate legislation 
to effect the 
acceptance by the 


United States of the mangnificent 
gift referred to in my recent ex- 
change of letters with Andrews W. 
Mellon. 
The 
conditions 
under 


which the gift is tendered are set 
out In the correspondence, copies 
of which are transmitted herewith. 


"The works of art thus offered 


to the government constitute one 
of the finest and most valuable 
collections in existence, containing 
only objects of the highest stand- 
ard of quality. 


"It is with a keen sense of ap- 


preciation of the generous purpose 
of the donor and the satisfaction 
that comes with the knowledge 
that such a splendid collection will 
be placed at the seat of our gov- 
ernment for the benefit and enjoy- 
ment of our people during all the 
years to come, that I submit this 
matter to the congress. 


"The attorney general and the 


trustees of the Smithsonian insti- 
tution have conferred with repre- 
sentatives of the donor and will be 
glad to discuss the necessary legis- 
lation with the appropriate com- 
mittees." 


In 
the 
correspondence, made 


public early 
in January, 
Mellon 


made no estimate of the value of 
his collection. Others have placed 
its value at from $19,000,000 to 
$50,000,000.

This was the first upturn since the 
first of the year and traders said it re- 
flected an improvement in meat demand. 
Most cattle advanced a shade to 25 
cent* and shippers returned to the market 
for substantial supplies. 
No sales were 
made early in the day comparable to the 
$14 quotable top for choice steers, 
the 
bulk moving considerably below that fig- 
ure. 
The lamb trade opened slow but 
the market had a steady undertone. Sell- 
ers refused lower bids, holding best lambs 
at J10.23 to $10.35 and above.
